Keeping Of The Archives 
Presents Major Problem 


Although Ohio h?s a disting­ 
uished history (seven natives 
have been elected president) 
and ranks fourth among t h e 
states in industrial wealth, the 
Buckeye State is 24th from the 
top in the amount of funds ap­ 
propriated for preservation of 
records 
of 
historical 
signifi­ 
cance. Dr Meredith P. (^pat­ 
rick told the Rotary Club Tues­ 
day. 
Dr. Oilpatrick is state archi­ 
vist and has only one assistant. 
Edward J. Schaefer, to help car­ 
ry out the task of locating and 
preserving thousands of public 
documents important to th e 
work of future historians. 


“ PRESERVIN G 
archives 
is 
the best means of keeping his­ 
torians honest,” Dr. Oilpatrick 
told the club at its noon lunch­ 
eon meeting in the Travelers 
Hotel. “ Without archives, his­ 
torians may tell bigger stones 
than they do now.” 
His budget is only $32,000. 
compared 
with 
$700,000 
ap­ 
propriated for the tedious job 
of locating and preserving doc­ 
uments in 
Illinois, 
the state 
where Lincoln was bom, Dr. 
Gilpatrick pointed out. 
According to recent figures, 
the states devoting the most at­ 
tention to archives in order are 
North Carolina, Illinois. Geor­ 
gia. 
Maryland 
and 
Virginia, 
with Ohio 24th. Dr. Gilpatrick 
said 
He declared his biggest ob­ 
stacle is lack 
of 
a 
fireproof 
building for storage of the state 
archives, which are government 
records, excluding personal let­ 
ters and correspondance. 
Presently, Ohio archives are 
stored in the basement of the old 
governor's mansion in Colum­ 
bus. and Dr. Gilpatrick expres­ 
sed concern that dampness may 
cause mildew. 


HE HAS REEN state archi­ 
vist for two years 
He s a i d 
Gov .lames Rhodes has prom­ 
ised funds for construction of a 
new building for state archives 
“ in about five years.” 
Pointing to the need f o r a 
centralized location for impor­ 
tant records, the speaker said 
copies of the state constituiton 
of 1803. 1851 and 1912 are pres­ 
ently stored in vaults of t h e 
secretary of state offices. Mili­ 
tary records of Ohio are stored 
in a basement, “ not a happy 
way to preserve them.' he said 
In addition, many archives are 
at the state library. 
Dr. Gilpatrick declared many 
Important, f e d e r a l archives 
have vanished, and some are in 
museums of universities. These 
“ fugitive records” include t h e 
articles of capitulation of York­ 
town of 1783 The original copies 
h a v e disappeared, apparently 
because the national capitol was 
moved four different times. 
The treaty 
concluding 
t h e 
peace of the Revolutionary War 
is also gone although it was 
signed by Benjamin Franklin, 
Dr Gilpatrick said 
Also missing is a letter from 
Thomas Jefferson donating his 
library to the Library of Cong­ 
ress. Many archives have been 
placed on auction and have end­ 
ed up in libraries. 


“ ARCHIVES should not be al­ 
lowed out the front door once 
they are assembled.” Dr. Gil­ 
patrick said 
He added 
I h e 
Massachusetts Historical Soci­ 
ety loaned six boundary maps 
lo the federal government in a 
dispute over the border of a 
part of Canada, and 
never got 
them hack for 25 years ” 
Dr Gilpatrick. former history 
professor at Ohio State I niver- 
sity, said the “ greatest waste” 
of documents is at the county 
level. 
“ Over IO years ago. a law 
railing for creation of county 
records commissions was pass­ 


ed. Only about 25 or 3ft of the 
88 counties are paying any at­ 
tention to county records, less 
than one-third,” he said. 
He observed that “ not over 
20 per cent of standard history 
on the Civil War is ever based 
on archives,” but rather p e r ­ 
sonal accounts and letters." Dr. 
Gilpatrick declared later t h a t 
Civil War history may have to 
be re-written some day. 


“ The picture is not encourag­ 
ing. If we wish to write a genu­ 
ine history that will stand up 
in the courts, we need a more 
efficient system of preserving 
archives,” he told the club.

TOLEDO, Ohio (A P I—A cow- 
bel-ringing, overflow crowd at 
the University of Toledo field- 
house heard Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey brush aside Tuesday 
night 
Republicans 
claims 
of 
support among a majority of 
the nation's young people. 
An estimated crowd of 7,000 
cheering persons — many of 
them college students — Greet­ 
ed the Democratic vice presi­ 
dential candidate as he closed 
out a busy day of campaigning 
after stops at St. l^ouis, Mo., 
and Columbus, Ohio. 
Humphrey, showing slight fat­ 
igue after his one-day cross­ 
country swing from California, 
warmed to the occasion and 
seemed to draw new energy 
from the enthusiasm. 
“ If the senator from Arizona 
could hear what I have heard 
here tonight, he would fold up 
his tent and quit the campaign.” 
Humphrey declared 
in 
refer­ 
ence to GOF presidential nom­ 
inee Barry Goldwater. 
He once again called for the 
election of President Johnson 
and said the Kennedy-Johnson 
administrations have been ded­ 
icated not to “ reckless threats” 
but to the “ building and pursu­ 
ing of the path of peace.” 
He said he refused to believe 
the American people will turn 
“ to a man who has no months 
on his calendar, no hands on 
his watch, and no lens in his 
glasses.” 
Several h u n d r e d persons 
greeted Humphrey at the To­ 
ledo Airport after a one-hour 
flight from Columbus aboard his 
“ Happy Warrior” Electra which 
was jammed with newsmen and 
staff members. 
The 
crowd 
included 
sign- 
carrving students from at least 
nine area colleges and univer­ 
sities. Many of them joined in 
the motorcade to Toledo Univer­ 
sity. 
Both here and earlier in Co­ 
lumbus. the Minnesota senator 
emphasized what he termed the 
need to continue “ the greatest 
prosperity in the nation's his­ 
tory.” 
Humphrey spoke to an esti­ 
mated 5.000 persons at the Co­ 
lumbus City Hall earlier in the 
day, also stressing the national 
economy. 
“ In 1960. the economy was 
stagnant. Today it is bubbling 
with power and vitality,’’ he as­ 
serted. 
After leaving downtown Co­ 
lumbus. Humphrey's motorcade 
swung through the capital’s near 
northeast side a predominant­ 
ly Negro district—and he re­ 
ceived one of the loudest and 
warmest welcomes of the day. i 
Crowds of people four and 
five deep stood along the side­ 
walks for nearly a mile and 
cheered the senator, who was 
instrumental in securing pas­ 
sage of the Civil Rights Act. 
Both here and in Columbus, 
Humphrey called on Ohioans to 
send Democratic candidates to 
Congress, including Robert E. 
Sweeney of Cleveland for con­ 
gressman - at - large and Sen 
Stephen M. Young who is seek­ 
ing his second term.

In the family’s midst, not to 
drink much water, especially 
late in the day. He feels him­ 
self a black sheep and may sup­ 
pose he never will get over this 
ignominious affliction but will 
alwavs have to live in disgrace. 
From Connecticut the mother 
of a boy, 9 years old. writes: 
“ He has been wetting hts bed 
for years. I have consulted a 
doctor and he says that Bobby 
is a nervous child 
“ Dr. Myers, I would appre­ 
ciate some help on the prob­ 
lem and some help on how to 
overcome his nervousness. I'm 
afraid this is putting a barrier 
between Bobby and myself. I 
would like to feel close to my 
son. but until this matter is 
cleared up, I don’t think its 
possible ” 
My reply in part: I hope, in 
the first place, that you had 
your son carefully checked by a 
physician. There could be some 
local infections, lf none a r e 


[found, then you could consider, 
it an emotional and habit prob-, 
lem. 


YOU express concern about, 
your relation to this boy. Could 
it he that you have made him 
feel guilty and ashamed? Ap­ 
parently you have thought more 
about the annoyance and in­ 
convenience his bed - welting 
causes you than of the worry 
and distress it causes him. 
Instead. I wish you and Dad 
would assure him that you re 
really going to help him cure 
himself. Get 
him 
an 
alarm 
clock. Dad should set it with the' 
boy and be on hand a few 
nights when the bell rings to 
make sure the boy is awak­ 
ened. Then set it again, guess­ 
ing a period that would be long 
enough to keep him dry once' 
more; set it again and so forth 
The first morning he awakens 
dry, celebrate the event. When 
he awakens wet. show no dis­ 
pleasure. See that no one in the 
family talks about the matter. 
Provide his bed with a rub­ 
ber sheet or the like and have 
a pair of dry pajamas he may 
put on alone should he awaken 
wet during the night. 
Try to build up this boy to 
feel self - reliant and worthy 
and to enjoy success in many 
directions, especially as a play-’ 
mate among other boys of his 
age. Dad should go places with 
him. sometimes taking along his 
pals Enlist your relatives and 
friends to help you in these di­ 
rections. 


LOOK into his relations with 
other persons, especially chil­ 
dren. into anything which seems 
to worry him 
Help him have 
ample interests and outdoor fun 
hut protect him from excessive 
stimulation 
a n d 
excitement. 
Provide him with a calm and 
cheerful 
family 
atmosphere 
Limit his viewing of TV, for­ 
bidding programs of violence.
